By-Law Revamp Set 





Before SSC Council 


In an attempt to explain the structure of a complete 
ASSSC by-law revision, Pat Johnston, social science rep 
resentative, again presented his committee's reconstruc- 
tion to Student Council Wednesday. 

As in Johnston's previous two attempts, progress of 


the discussion was inhibit- 
ed by difficulties encoun- 
tered in technical wording 
of several sub - sections. 
However, Council expects 
to complete its examination of 
the revision and issue final ap- 
proval or dissent by the latter 


part of next month, 
Under article four, (legisla- 
tive authority) section 2-A of 


the revision, membership on the 
Board of Directors was extend- 
ed to include an alumni repre 
sentative and “all other per- 
sons as the BOD shall designate 
who shall be non-voting mem 
bers”. 

Both the ASSSC 
and vice-president are exclud- 
ed from membership on the 
Board. Johnston paralleled this 
with the exclusion of the presi- 
dent and vice-president from 
the Senate under the federal 
system. However, as under the

Parking Fee 
Outlook Dim

Legislation relating to park 
ing costs at state colleges has 
a muddled, if not downright 
dim, future this session at the 

State Legislature. 

Three prime have 
been introduced in the Assem 
bly, all apparently outgrowths 
of the cries raised against park- 


measures 


ing fees at Sacramento State 
College and numerous other 
State colleges 

While many legislators have 


labeled the fees as “ridiculous 
and senseless,’ it remains hard 
reality that the parking fees are 
still with us and from the looks 
of it nothing will be done this 
session to change the situation. 
Directs Free Parking 

Assemblymen Bruce Allen 
and Sheridan Hegland’s meas- 
ure (ACR 31) directs the state 
colleges to provide parking with- 
out cost to administrators, fac- 
ulty, or students. However, ihe 
matter has been bogged down 
in the Assembly's Education 
Committee since February. And 
when a committee hangs onto 
a piece of legislation that long 
without moving on it, the 
chances are that it will die right 
where it is: nowhere 

George Brown and Monte 
Burke have a bill up (AB 4), 
which simply requires that state 
colleges provide ample parking 
facilities and opportunity for 
students. That, too, is dying a

Closed Circuit — 
TV Instruction 
Inaugurated Here 


Educational television _ re- 
ceived its inauguration at Sac- 


ramento State College this 
week, announced Roger G. Wal- 
ters, assistant professer and 


television coordinator at SSC. 

A one hour telecast was aired 
to 90 students in two sections 
of Introduction to Education 
with the use of a temporary 
cable. The program was held in 
the Education building by Dr. 
Willard W. Smith, associate pro- 
fessor of education. 

During the remainder of the 
semester six additional trial lec- 


tures will be given, but no 
formal program of closed cir- 
cuit television instruction will 


be used until the fall semester. 

College entrance examinations 
will be given 400 students over 
the closed circuit on May 13 by 
Dr. E. L. Klingelhofer, SSC 
testing officer, if permanent re- 
ceivers are installed in ten 
classrooms by that time. 

Installation of the receivers 
began April 14 and is expected 
to be completed by early May. 
Classrooms in the Social Sci- 
ence, Business Administration 
and Douglas Hall buildings will 
be included in the project. 

The CCTV unit will be used 
in six-week television workshop 
classes which will be instructed 
by Walters. 

The center studio is well 
furnished with special lighting 
facilities and two mobile cam- 
eras. A third camera will be 
used for interspersing film 
clips, film strips and _ photo- 
graphic slides into the live tele- 
cast. The center is not presently 
equipped to make permanent

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Defense Offered for Meisenbach 
SAN FRANCSICO (AP)—Defense attorney Jack Berman told the 
City Hall riot trial jury Wednesday that Robert J. Meisenbach was 
frightened and trying to flee from police attack when tackled and 


seized last May 13. 


Meisenbach, 23, University of California senior, is charged with 
beating a police officer om the head with the officer’s own night- 
stick. Meisenbach was arrested in student protest demonstrations 
against hearings on the House Committee on Un-American Activities. 

Walter J. Giubbini, assistant district attorney, outlined the state 
case in 15 minutes. He quoted the officer, Ralph E. Schaumleffel, 
as saying Meisenback struck him. Berman said Heisenbach had poor 
vision without glasses and took off his glasses after water sprayed 


on them. 


He said Meisenbach decided to get out of there but moved into 
an area where three officers were beating a student who was thrown 
down the rotunda stairway. Berman said a policeman’s club came 
skittering down and Meisenbach picked it up and tossed it aside. 

Berman declared that Inspecter Michael Maguire was “solely 
and singly responsible for the incident at City Hall.” 

The hearing room doors had been closed about 1 p.m. May 13. 
Berman said Sheriff Matt Carberry had told the students he wouid 
seek committee approval of first come, first served admissions, and 
did obtain that approval at almost the time violence broke out.

Figures released from the of- 
fice of Dr. F. Blair Mayne, ex- 
ecutive dean, show that the caf- 
eicria operated at a loss 
of $2,067.18 for the fiscal year 
1959-60. 

Total sales, 
creased 85.1 per cent over the 
previous year’s sales. “The ma- 
jor part of the change came 
from the residence halls,” May- 
ne explained. 

General sales amounted to 
$194,197.15. This figure in- 
cludes residence hall sales of 
$125,164.93; Vending machine 
sales, $1,027.16; and sales other 
than food and vending machine, 
$60.35. 

Food costs, salaries and wag- 
es make up the major part of 
the budget, Mayne pointed out. 

Cost of food sold was $126,- 
892.55 or 39.6 per cent of the 
total sales. Salaries and wages 
amounted to $162,399.56 or 50.7 
per cent of total sales. 

“We are chartered by the 
state as a non-profit organiza- 
tion.” Mayne further stated, 
“Any surplus made we are to 
use for the benefit of the stu- 
dents.” 

It is the practice of the Hor- 
net foundation to use such mon- 
ey for long term benefits such 
as construction of buildings on 
campus. 

The food service operation is 
also required each year to turn 
over to the state twe per cent 
of the sales to be held in a fund 
for the replacing of equipment.

WASHINGTON (AP)— Rep 


Edgar W. Hiestand, (R-Calif.), 
a member of the John Birch 
Society, Wednesday introduced 
a resolution which would estab- 
lish a special congressional com- 


mittee to investigate the so 
ciety. 
“As a society member, I 


would welcome an_ investiga- 
tion,” Hiestand said in a House 
speech. “It appears to be the 
only way to ferret out the facts 
from the maze of distorted 
claims.” 

Hiestand criticized the deci- 
sion to relieve Maj. Gen. Edwin 
A. Walker of his division com- 
mand in Germany pending an 
investigation of allegations that 
he gave his troops material 
about the John Birch Society. 
Walker denied last week that 
his division's information pro- 
gram was linked with any organ- 
ization or group 

The action, Hiestand said, in- 
dicates how far “this deplorable 
smear campaign” against the 
society is advancing 

“Since when,” he asked, “is 
it proper procedure to relieve 
a military officer of his com- 
mand for distributing informa 
lion of anpatriotic society?

On Thursday evening, April 
13 the movie Operation Aboli 
tion was showp to the rural 
community of Lincoln. For this 
event I had prepared myself 
with documented explanations

Approximately 250 of the 
townspeople were present at 
this event. The trend through 
out the movie appeared to be 
one of general acceptance. Pre- 
valent attitudes among many 
of the viewers enabled them to 
classify the police and various 
officia as the good guys’ 
while the students and com 
munists were confined to the 
opposite end of the scale, 

Ringo Interprets 

Following the flim, a Mr. Jim 


Kingo interpreted this viewing 
as factual evidesive of the work 
of the Communist party and ul 
timate proof of student vio- 
lence. He scoffed at the quest 
tion raised concerning the pos 
sibilities of discrepancies within 
the film. Shewey thereafter, I 
presented a few examples of the 
proven distortions, when sud 
denly a middle aged gentleman 
stated, “Don’t tell me you have 
been duped too!” 

After the meeting had been 
dismissed a small group discus- 
sion was stimulated in which 
my husband and I were able to 
present evidence of further in- 
accuracies within the movie 
Among several of the communi- 
ty leaders the viewpoint was, 
“So what?”

Apposes AB-2069 


Assemblyman Louis Francis 


(Rep.—San Mateo) in- 


stigator of Assembly bill 2069 has met with opposition 

from the College Council at Sacramento State College. 
The College Council, composed of 34 elected faculty 

members representing the entire faculty, expressed its 


opposition to the bill which 
would amend and add sections 
to the State Education Code 
prohibiting teachers from en- 
gaging in partisan political ac- 
tivities in the classrooms, cam- 
pus or in any way involving 


students. 
It would also enlarge the 





present ban against indoctrina- 
tion and inculcation of pupils 
in school organizations in com- 
munism to cover socialism and 
doctrines or tenets of any or- 
ganization or group advocating 
violent overthrow of govern- 
ment. 

The resolution, against “As- 
sembly Billi 2069, Francis, and 
ali other proposals which in- 
fringe upon important areas of 
inquiry and introduce thought 
controls on the classroom,” was 
introduced by Dr. Edwin L, 
Kiingelhofer, professor of psy- 
chology and Dr, kobert G, 
Thompson, associate professor 
of government and was passed 
unanimously by the Council. 

It was recently announced 
that Francis’ bill was withdrawn 
from consideration last week at 
the author's request.
